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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE IL 
OF WHOM THE ENCAMPMENT IS COMPOSED. 
TIME OF MEETING. 


Section 1. The Boston Encampment of 
Knights Templars, and the Appendant Or- 
ders, shall consist of a Grand Commander, 
Generalissimo, Captain General, Prelate, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, 
Recorder, Sword Bearer, Standard Bearer, 
Warder, three Captains of Guards, Armorer, 
and Sentinel—and also of as many Knights 
as the majority of the members may from - 
time to time think proper; and shall assem- 
ble on the third Wednesday-of each month, 
at such place and hour as the Grand Com- 
mander shall direct. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


Section 2. The first eight enumerated 
officers shall be elected by written votes, 
and the others appointed by the Grand 
Commander, immediately after his installa- 


tion. 
INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS. 


Seclion 3. The officers shall be elected 
annually, at the stated meeting in October, 
and installed as soon as may be convenient; 
and shall retain their offices until their suec- 


ors are installed. 


VACANCIES, HOW FILLED. 


Section 4. Any officer elect, not being 
present at his election and declining to ac- 
cept the office, or in case of the death or 
resignation of any officer, the vacancy shall 


be filled at the next stated meeting.

ARTICLE I. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
GRAND COMMANDER. 


Seclion 1. lt shall be the duty of the 
Grand Commander to convene regular and 
special Eneampiments; to preside, when 
present, at all such assemblies; to instruct 
his officers and members generally in the 
mysteries of the Orders; to dispense justice, 
reward merit, encourage truth, and diffuse 
the sublime principles of universal benevo- 


lence. 
(GENERALISSIMO. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
Generalissimo to assist the Grand Com- 
mander in his various duties; to receive his 
orders on all occasions, and see them duly 
executed. and in the absence of the Grand 


Commander, to command the Encampment. 
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CAPTAIN GENERAL, 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the 
Captain General to proclaim the orders of 
the Grand Commander; assist him in coun- 
cil, and to preside in the Encampment. in 
the absence of the Commander and Gener- 
alissimo, 


PRELATE, 
Section 4. The Prelate shall perform the 


various duties incumbent on the Chaplains 
of the Orders of Masonry. 


WARDENS. 


Seclion 5. The Wardens shall prepare the 
candidate ; accompany him through the 
ceremonies, and introduce him into the 
Kneampment. 


TREASURER. 


Section 6. The Treasurer shall receive 
the revenue from the Recorder, and pay all 


demands against the Encampment. He 
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shall keep a just account of all he receives 
and pays, and exhibit the same when re- 
quired; and deliver to his successor in 
office, within thirty days after the election, 
all the property of the Encampment, re- 


maining in his possession. 


RECORDER, 


Neclion 7. The Recorder, when directed, 
shall issue notifications to all the members 
who desire to be notified, residing or having 
their place of business in the city of Boston, 
and whose places of business or residences 
are known, and to such other members as 
shall make arrangements to have said noti- 
fications reach them, inserting the names, 
places of abode and occupation of all candi- 
dates, and the special business of the meet- 
ing; shall observe with attention the trans- 
actions of the Encampment, and keep a true 
record of the same; collect the revenue, 
and pay it to the Treasurer; shall serve the 
chairman of each committee with a copy of 
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the vote by which they were appointed, and 
attend their sessions if required; and at the 
annual meeting he shall exhibit a fair ac- 
count of all the money by him received 


and paid. 


SWORD BEARER. 


Section 8. The Sword Bearer shall assist, 
in the protection of the banners of the 
Order; watch all signals from the Grand 
Commander, and see his orders duly exe- 
cuted. 


STANDARD BEARER, 


Section 9. The Standard Bearer shall dis- 
play, support and protect the banner of the 
Order. 


WARDER, 


Section 10. The Warder shall see the 
Encampment duly guarded, and the Sentinel 
at his post; shall communicate to the Grand 
Commander all petitions and requests for 
admission and favors, and return his answers 


accordingly. 


GUARDS, 


NSeclim 11. The Guards shall challenge 
with spirit, examine with caution, admonish 
with candor, relieve cheerfully, protect with 


fidelity, and valiantly defend their posts. 


ARMORER, 


Section 12. The Armorer shall have in 
charee all the furniture, regalia and arms of 
the Eneampment; see that they are kept in 
good order and fit for use; and, at the 
Annual Election of Officers, he shall make 
a retum in writing to the Standmg Com- 


mittee, of every article in his department. 
SENTINEL, 


Seclion 13. The Sentinel shall guard with 
vigilance the avenues to the asylum; give 
the alarm when necessary, and discharge 
such other duties as may be required of him 


by the Grand Commander. 
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ARTICLE II. 
CANDIDATES FOR MEMBERSHIP. 
WHEN BALLOTED FOR. 

Section 1. Candidates for membership 
shall be balloted for after eight o'clock, P. M., 
at stated meetings only, having stood pro- 
posed one month, and their names beine 
inserted in the notifications for the iGaaiis 
at which the balloting takes place, and die 
unanimous vote of the members present 
shall be necessary to their admission: and 
no one shall be entitled to the privileee 
a member until he has signed the —_ 
and paid the fee. 


FORFEITURE OF MEMBERSHIP, 


Section 2. Any member (honorary CX- 
cepted) absenting himself’ six wpithe suc- 
cessively, or neglecting to pay his quarter- 
ages or assessments for one year, shall forfeit 
his membership, unless a satisfactory excuse 
be offered, three months notice being given 


by the Recorder to said delinquent.

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NEGLECT TO SIGN BY-LAWS. 


Section 3. Any Knight Templar who may 
be adinitted a member, and who shall refuse 
or neglect to sign the By-Laws and pay the 
fee, during six months after his admission, 
must submit to the forms of being repro- 


posed, and again balloted for. 


HONORARY MEMBERS—HOW ADMITTED, 


Section 4. Knights Templars who have 
been eminently useful to the Institution 
generally, ov to this Eneampment particu- 
larly, may be admitted Honorary Members, 
hy being proposed and balloted for in the 
same manner as provided for full members : 
they shall not be subject to quarterages or 
assessments, but may enjoy all the rights 


and privileges of members. 


DONATION TO WIDOW OF DECEASED MEMBER. 


Section 5. On the decease of any mem- 
her, the Treasurer shall, under the direction 


of the Grand Commander, pay to his widow

ARTICLE IY. 
COMMITTERS. 


STANDING COMMIT’ 


SE OF THE ENCAMPMENT. 

Section 1. The Grand Commander, Gen- 
eralissimo and Captain General, shall be a 
Standing Committee, whose duty it shall be 
to audit the accounts of the Treasurer and 
Recorder and report at the annual meeting; 
to examine the bills against the Encamp- 
ment, and if approved, one at least of the 
Committee shall sign them for payment hy 
the Treasurer. 

The Standing Committee shall examine 
and decide all excuses for the breach of 
these By-Laws, and transact: generally the 


financial concerns of the Encampment. 


REPORTS AND EXPENSES OF COMMITTE 


Section 2. All Committees, except the 


Standing Committee, shall report their 


doings at the meeting next after their ap- 
pointment. The expenses of all Committees 


shall be defrayed by the Encampment. 


ARTICLE V. 
CANDIDATES FOR THE ORDERS, 
TERMS OF TIE ORDERS. 


Section 1. Every candidate for the Or 
devs, shall make application im writing, 
stating his residence and occupation, and in- 
closing the fee of fifty dollars, accompanied 
by a certificate from three Royal Arch 
Masons, certifying that he has regularly 
received the degree of Royal Arch Mason 
and appendant degrees, and is of good 
moral character and respectability. Every 
application shall be referred to a Committee, 
and no ballot shall be taken until a majority 
of said Committee shall have reported. He 


shall stand proposed from one meeting to 
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another, being not less than fourteen days 


intervening, (unless in case of emergency a 
dispensation be obtained;) and before a 
ballot shall be taken, he shall satisfy a Com- 
mittee respecting his knowledge and pro- 
ficiency in the preceding Deerees, and the 
unanimous vote of the members present. 
only, shall admit him. If not accepted, the 
fee shall be returned. In no case shall the 
Committee report on a candidate for the 
Orders, until his written application, in due 
form, with the fee, is in the hands of the 
Recorder; and no ballot shall be taken upon 
the application of a candidate unless his 
name shall have been inserted in the notifi- 
cation for the meeting at which the )ballot- 


ing takes place. 


EXPENSES OF SPECIAL MEETINGS. 


Section 2. When a special Encampment 
shall be called at the request of a candidate 
for the purpose of receiving the Orders, he 


shall defray the expenses, or such of them 
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as the Standing Committee shall think 


proper, in addition to the usual fees.

ARTICLE VI. 
UNIFORM OF KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 


The uniform of the Order of Knights 
Templars, as established by the General 
Grand Encampment, is a black coat, waist- 
coat, and breeches or pantaloons, and boots; 
a cocked hat, black cockade and_ black 
feather; a sword, sash and apron, decorated 
agreeably to the usage of the Order, And 
it shall be the duty of every member to 
provide himself with the said uniform, as 


soon as convenient. 


N. B. By the regulations adopted May 21, 182

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RULES OF ORDER. 


1. The Encampment shall be formed 
precisely at the time appointed by the 
Grand Commander, and shall be disbanded 
at or before ten o'clock, P. M., unless busi-

2. All debates shall be determined by a 
majority of the members present. 


3. No meiber shall interrupt another 
while speaking. nor shall be permitted 
to speak more than twice upon the same 


question, except to explain. 


+. Should disputes of any kind un- 
happily arise among the members. it shall 
be the duty of the Grand Commander, upon

6. The Knights shall address each other 
by the title, Brother Knight, or Sir,—and 
shall observe on all occasions the most kind 
and courteous behavior towards each other.

BOSTON ENCAMPMENT. 


Tue Boston Encampment of Knights Templar 


was founded in 1806 by members of a Council of 


Knights of the Red Cross, which was commenced 
in 1802. Of those who received the Order in 
1806, two venerable men now survive, viz.: 
Robert Lash and John B. Hammatt. 

Six hundred and fifty-five have been created 
Knights in the Boston Encampment. Among 
these are to be numbered very many of the most 
active and respectable among Freemasons. In 
the “dark hour” the little band of that day well 
sustained the whole institution in this State, and 
the “Protest” of 6,000 good men and true, which 
did more than any thing else, but a good Provi- 
dence, to disabuse the public, emanated from this 
Body; the production of one, who, widely known 
in Masonry, still continues to diffuse our light, 
and shed our kindly influences. 

An Encampment at Lowell has been formed 
mostly by those who had received their Orders 
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and were members with the Boston Encampment ; 
and the De Molay and Saint Bernard Encamp- 
ments, of this city, were founded by those who 
were also of that “household,” and were among 
its best and most loved. They have carried the 
good seed, which has brought forth abundantly, 
and our Sister Associations of Knights, like the 
Parent, are in the full tide of successful operation. 
The Boston Encampment, by far the most 
numerous Body of Knights Templars in Massa- 
chusetts, (and we are not aware of a larger num- 
ber throughout the United States,) has now about 
three hundred members. There have been since 
its organization in 1806, eighteen Grand Com- 
manders, fifteen of whom now survive. Henry 
Fowle presided nearly twenty-five years. The
